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INTRODUCTION 

This working paper is the third in a series. The first version 
was "Foreign Investment in Canada; Selected Bibliography to 1968", to 
which Addenda Nos. 1 (1970) and 2 (1970) were issued. The second was 
"Foreign Direct Investment in Canada Selected Bibliography to June 1971" 
to which Addendum No. 1 (1971) was issued. The original bibliography 
was prepared by the Library at the request of the Office of Economics. 
Subsequent versions were prepared by the Foreign Investment Division in 
close co-operation with the Library. 

The bibliographies of the Foreign Investment Division are built 
up on a day by day basis, as the literature is covered in the normal 
course of work. They make no claim to be either exhaustive or definitive. 
As the by-products of covering a subject field for practical purposes, they 
have been found useful by many outside the Division. New versions and 
amendments are issued whenever enough new material has accumulated to make 
it worthwhile. 

The Foreign Investment Division maintains two other bibliographies 
within its field of interest. One of them is "'The International Enterprise: 
A Selected Bibliography to October 1971", to which Addendum No. 1 (1972) has 
been issued. The other is "Canadian Investment Abroad; Selected Bibliography 
1956 to 1968'', to which Addenda Nos. 1 (1970) and 2 (1972) have been issued. 

Some material is common to this bibliography and to one or both 
of the other two. For instance, a book may be listed here and also under 


international enterprises, if the contents make this appropriate. 
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One feature of the literature on foreign investment is a growing 
number of books which are, in effect, collections of articles written by 
different authors. In the case of several such books this bibliography 
lists all authors in the main entry, in which the book is attributed to 
the editor or compiler. It also lists the individual components under the 
names of the individual authors. This is a new, experimental, procedure.
